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Prior to mid-October 1950 the airfields at Chiamussu, [lan (approximately 
126.50, 6~06),# Hailieng (39 &.),# and Laolien (&, # ute were given 
over to exclusive use by the Soviet Air Force. 


In late 1949 the airfields at Ilan, Hailiang, and Lalin (126-51, 45-1), all 
built by the Japanese prior to 1945, were developed and re-cquinned with 
concrete hangers and paved runways tivo kilometers long. In mid-August 1950 
Laolien Airfisld was improved end enlarged but, aside from the hangers, the 
ecuinnont was not modernized. 


Airficlids at Harbin and Lalin have boen used oxclusively by the Sovicts since 
April 1950. 


Sovict nlanes at Iarbin and Lalin airfields were engared in strafing and other 
grounc attack exercises day and nipht from an undetermined date uw to mid-August.
